DR. HENRY STOKES'S 
LECTURE 


— — 


Salmon fishing was the most important 
branch of fishing from the commercial point 
of view, but there was a great ntial 
value in brown trout, which might found 
in nearly every river and lake in the country, 
said Dr. Henry Stokes, when addressing the 
* Rotary Club on Fishing yester- 
ay. 

Unfortunately, he continued, brown trout 
had been disappearing from Ireland at al 
remarkable rate during the past twenty 
years. The main cause for this disappearance 
was unknown, but contributory causes were 
pollution and the fact that the number of 
anglers had increased tenfold. Brown trout 
remained in season from April to September, 
and in England rivers which contained these 
fish were preserved and commanded as much 
as £100 per rod for a season. In Eire, where 
they had 
taining these fish, he knew of only two let 
for brown trout—the total rent of the two 
was about £15. Geographically and 
climatically speaking, the whole central plain 
of Ireland was a paradise for fishermen, yet 
there were people who went from England 
and Ireland to New Zealand to fish for 
brown trout. 

There were many difficulties in developing 
this branch of angling in Ireland. These 
included lack of interest by riparian owners, 
the lack of money available to the 
ment, the problem of starting a hatchery 
where several million eggs could be hatched 
out (he knew of only cne suitable place in 
the country), and of getting spawning fish. 
Mr. R. W. Archer, who thanked Dr. Stokes

LEVEN people were reported killed and twenty injured when 
bombs, dropped by a German raider, demolished a row of 
houses in a town in North-East Scotland last night. 


Once again most of the victims were women and children. 


The plane was one of a number which crossed the British 
coast in daylight at several points, including North-East England, 
where fighters tackled a raider, and bombs were heard to fall. 


The bombs which wrecked the 


houses and killed their 


eccupants were seen falling from the “plane. They struck the road 
and the explosions wrecked the houses. 


Earlier in the day other raiders appeared over various coastal 


areas, but did little damage. 


A British Air Ministry communiqué issued at 8.20 last night 


stated :'— 


Enemy bombers crossed the coast at several points 


this evening. 
fighters were sent up. 


Anti-aircraft defences were in action and 
A number of incendiary bombs was 


dropped on the north-east coast. 


Two enemy aircraft were shot down by our fighters.’ 


DAYLIGHT BOMBING 


-“ 


These were the first daylight bombing raids 
on laud objectives in Britain involving loss 
of life in the present war. A raider which 
crossed the North-East Coast of England last 
night was the second seep there, yesterday. 
Anti-aircraft guns and fighter aircraft 
engaged the German ‘plane, which flew at a 
great height and dropped bombs. 

Nine people are reported to have been 
killed and twenty injured: when a German 
bomber appeared over a town in North-East 
Scotland, and spectators in the streets saw 
two bombs falling from the ’plane. They 
landed in the roadway and scattered a row 
of houses. 

IN FROM THE SEA 

People in North-East England yesterday 
afternoon saw a low-flying German aeroplane 
coming in from the sea. Then British 
fighters appeared, and the raider made a 
hurried departure. - Bursts of machine-gun 
fire could be heard as pursuers and pursued 
disappeared seawards. 

Later a German plane was heard travelling 
inland, and shortly afterwards came the crash 
of bombs from the North-West, Anti-aircraft 
guns were in action, and black puffs of smoke 
ringed the raider as it sped seaward. People 
paused to watch as fighters flashed after the 
fugitive. 

A resident in the district who saw the 
raider said that it circled and when it de- 
scended to a lower altitude there was an ex- 
plosion as it released its bombs. The raider 
made off at top speed in a southerly direc- 
tion. 

Anti-aircraft guns opened fire and put up a 
barrage of shells in an attempt to bring the 
raider down. The ‘plane was clearly visible 
as it streaked across the sky with the guns 
thundering away at it until it got out of 


range. 
A BIG BLAZE 

Anti-aircraft guns were in action in North- 
West England, but no plane was seen or 
heard. As the first shells were fired some 
people sought sbelters. Others watched the 
white puffs of the bursting shells. 

Firemen engaged in extinguishin 
caused by an earlier raid in the North-East 
of England were still there at midnight. By 
that time, however, the flames were almost 
extinguished.

The partial occupation of Guernsey was, it 
says, “the result of a coup de main carried 
out by the German Air Force. 

The occupation of Jersey was effected “in 
an equally surprising manner.“ 

The Agency further claims that two British 
fighters of the Bristol Blenheim type were 
shot down in the action against Guernsey. 


ISLANDS DEMILITARISED 


The news, quoted by Reuter that the Ger- 
mans have occupied Jersey and part of 
Guernsey, follows the announcement by the 
british Home Office on Friday last of the 
demilitarisation of the Channel Islands. 

This step, it was then stated, had been 
taken in view of the German occupation of 
arts of France nearest to the islands. 
Vithin a few hours of that announcement 
Guernsey and Jersey were raided by Ger- 
man ‘planes and a number of civilians were 
killed and injured. 

Thousands of the population have been 
withdrawn from the Islands to England, but 
it is understood that many remain. 

Both the Islands of Jersey and Guernsey 
have fighting traditions. 

Next January will see the 160th anniver- 
sary of the Battle of Jersey, which took 
place on January 6, 1781. That was the last 
attempt of the French to capture the Chan- 
nel Islands. It was bravely and success- 
tally resisted by the Royal Jersey Militia 
(the oldest regiment of the British Army) 
commanded by Major Francis Peirson. 

Although the Royal Jersey Militia is the 
oldest regiment of the British Army, the 
Guernsey Militia is believed to have had 
its origin in the year 1335. 

In the reign of King John the Islands 
were attached to the English Crown.

BRITAIN will not allow any hostile 
Power to occupy Syria or the 
Lebanon, in view o threat to 
countries of the Middle East which 
she is pledged to defend. 
Nor will she permit in those terri- 
tories disorders which might consti- 
tute a danger to those countries, The 
British Government's decision, and 
the reasons for it, were explained in 


an authoritative statement issued in 
London last night. 


THE DECLARATION 

The authoritative statement is as follows: 

His Majesty's Government in the United 
Kingdom understand that General Mittel- 
hauser, the Commander-in-Chief of the French 
Forces in the Levant, has stated that 
hostilities have ceased in Syria. 

“His Majesty’s Government assume that 
this does not mean that if Germany or Italy 
sought to occupy Syria or the Lebanon, and 
were to try to do so in the face of British 
command of the sea, no attempt would be 
made by the French forces to oppose them. 


SETTING DOUBTS AT REST 

In order, however, to set at rest doubts 
which may be felt in any quarter, His 
Majesty’s Government declare that they 
could not allow Syria or the Lebanon to be 
occupied by any hostile Power, or to be used 
as a base for attacks upon those countries 
in ‘he Middle East which they are pledged to 
defend or to become the scene of such di 
order as to constitute a danger to those 
countries. 

“They, therefore, hold themselves free to 
take whatever méasures they may in such 
circumstances consider necessary in their, own 
interests. Any action which they may here- 
after be obliged to take in the fulfilment of 
this declaration will be entirely without 
prejudice to the future status of the 
territories now under French mandate.

Anti-aircraft gunfire a few minutes later, 
however, gave away the bomber’s position. 
Waiting until the firing had ceased, the 
Spitfire pilots cach attacked in turn, 

Closing in to short range. the first pilot 
saw his machine-gun bullets enter the 
bomber’s fuselage and the port engine catch 
fire, The second fighter. pilot also saw his 
bullets hit, and noticed that there was no 
return fire from the German aircraft. Then 
the third Spitfire pilot opened fire with his 
cight machine-guns, and saw pieces of the 
bomber’s fuselage drop off and the second 
engine catch fire.

The British guarantee which was given 
after Germany's invasion of Czechoslovakia 
in March last year was a voluntary under- 
taking on Britain’s part to go to the aid of 
Rumania in the event of aggression. It is 
therefore, writes a Press Association diplo- 
matic correspondent, for the British Govern- 
ment to say whether or not that undertaking 
still holds good and, if so. when it considers 
the time has come for it to be put into 
effect. ! i 

The guarantee mentioned no third party, 
but since it was given at a time when Great 
Britain was tr ME with the Soviet, 
clearly Germany and Italy were the only 
potential aggressors envisaged. 

A similar guarantee was given to Greece 
and a separate undertaking on the same 
lines was offered by France, which is, of 
course, no longer a factor in the restraint of 
aggression in the Balkans. 


LONDON COMMENT 


Authoritative circles in London comment- 
ing last night on the Rumanian renunciation 
of the Anglo-French offer of territorial in- 
tegrity stated, according to the Associated 
Press :— 

„It it is true it is a curious gesture, be- 
cause Rumania did not ask for the guarantee. 
It was given by Britain eniiehevelly and if 
Britain wished to carry out her promise she 
would do so despite such a renunciation.”’ 

It seemed probable, it was added, that the 
action of the Rumanian Cabinet was the 
logical outcome of the country’s present lean- 
ing towards the Axis Powers. Possibly Ger- 
many had said that such a renunciation of 
Allied assistance would bring promise of 
German assistance in restraining, say Hun- 
gary, from insisting on territorial adjust- 
ments.

Soviet troops are now completing their 
occupation of the Rumanian territory ceded 
to the U.S. S. R. At some points where they 
overshot the new boundary they have with- 
drawn their troops to within the agreed 
limits. 

The occupation has been achieved. two and 
a-half days ahead of schedule, the rapidity 
being due in some cases to the use of para- 
chute troops. 

The Bessarabian town of Bolgrad, for 
example, was occupied by this means ahead 
of. the retiring Rumanian troops. In other 
instances mechanised columns have advanced 
on the German model, but this is ascribed 
rather to the Soviet desire to see something 
of the nature of the Rumanian military equip- 
ment than to any intention to seize it. 

The interest. in the occupation itself has 
now sprung away towards the marked and 
erucial change in Rumanian policy. It has 
become apparent that the equivocal nature of 
the foreign policy hitherto pursued by 
Rumania has failed. The totalitarian 
National Party was suddenly ſormed in an 
attempt to unite the diverging political 
elements. Russia immediately interpreted 
this as a pro-German move, and countered 
it with demands on Bessarabia—a move 
which was completely unexpected in informed 
quarters in Rumania. 


AT AN END? 


All reliable evidence available here in- 
dicates that the parallel licy which 
Germany and Russia have so far followed is 
dow at an end. 

Henceforth, Rumanian policy is expected 
to move quickly and completely into the 
German orbit.
